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ABSTRACT 

This publication introduces some Internet sites 
relevant to adult education and literacy. It begins with some 
definitions for the Internet. Next, it lists two guides to using the 
Internet. A listing of listservs includes name, brief description of 
literacy-related topics covered, and directions for subscribing. The 
listservs are as follows: National Literacy Advocacy; National 
Institute for Literacy (NIFL) Li s t servs/Forums , including 
NIFL-FAMILY, NIFL-LD (learning disabilities), NIFL-WORKPLACE ; 

NIFL-ESL (English as a second language), and NIFL-HOMELESS ; LITERACY:
